The Indians were 
upon me in ap instant, and the only bope left 
was to feagu death, which I did. They kicked 
me, struck me on the bead with whip-stocks, 
aca) me, tomabawked me and Icft me for 
dead. 

About this time the freight train came 
slong, which attracted their attention. I got 
up and ran the distance of a mile or there 
abouts, when I became exhausted and lay 
down, bieeding very freely. Then came a 
erash. The engine aud several of the cars 


were thrown trom the track; the engineer and 
fireman were killed, sc.lped, and thrown into | 


the fire-box and burned to ashes. The at- 
tacking Indians plundered the train, earried 


the freight to the river, a distance of two 


miles, burst the cars, and disappeared about

All this time I lay in the grass, not being 
able to help myself. Fortunately aid came 
soon after, in the shape of a government 
train, accompanied by a band of Pawnees.
